I o one could have imagined the calm, stami- 
Ina and iron will that Coretta Scott King 
would demonstrate when her husband of 15 years, 
civil rights leader the Rev. Dr. Martin Luther King, 
Jr., was assassinated in 1968. 
The widowed mother of four young children stood 
firm and vowed that her husband's spirit and dream of racial 
peace and nonviolent social change would never die. 

She moved from bereavement to the battlefield, holding back tears in public for 
six days. Before her husband was even buried, she courageously went to Memphis

to lead a memorial march in support of striking garbage men he championed. 
The world witnessed the strength of a poised and graceful Black woman as she 

emerged to carry the man- 
tle in her husband's ab- 
sence, establishing herself 
as a leader in her own right. 
Nearly four decades after 

Mrs. King made her first pub- 
lic appearance since suffering a 
heart attack and stroke during 
the Salute to Greatness Dinner in 
Atlanta last month. Daughters (I- 
r) Yolanda and Bernice King, sis- 
ter-in-law Christine Farris, and 
son Dexter King attended the 
event. It was her last public 
appearance, just three weeks 
before her death.

She 
made her transition on the 
45th birthday of Dexter, their 
younger son. 

The causes of death, a- 
ccording to the death certifi- 
cate, were cerebral vascular 
disease and ovarian cancer. 

In August Mrs. King suf- 
fered a heart attack and stroke, 
which left her partially para- 
lyzed on her right side and 
impaired her ability to speak 
(Jet, Sept. 5, 2005).

This year marked the 20th anni- 
versary of the federal holiday that 
recognizes that day.

Born on April 27, 1927, 
in Heiberger, near Mari- 
on, AL, Mrs. King was the 
youngest daughter of Oba- 
diah and Bernice Mc- 
Murry Scott. 

As the middle child 
with an older sister and 
younger brother, Mrs. 
King helped the family 
earn money by picking 
cotton. Her father, who 
drove a taxi, later sup- 
ported the family by open- 
ing a country store. 

An appreciation for 
music was passed on 
from their mother, as 
was an insistence on go- 
ing to college. 

When she attended 
Lincoln High School, a 
"semi-private" Black school

in Marion with an integrated teaching 
staff, Mrs. King was introduced to the 
world of music. 

There she sang in the chorus and 
learned to play the piano and trumpet. 
By the age of 15, Mrs. King was serving 
as choir director and pianist at her 
church. Later she also learned to play the 
violin, with which she would earn a grad- 
uate degree. 

After she graduated valedictorian of 
her class, Mrs. King attended Antioch 
College in Yellow Springs, OH. 

As the first Black to major in elemen- 
tary education, King was required to 



teach a year at a private elemen- 
tary school and a year in the pub- 
lic schools. 

It was when she attempted to 
take a student teaching job that 
she encountered institutionalized 
racism. She was asked to travel 9 
miles away to work in an all-Black 
school, though most students were 
placed in local public schools. 

That incident motivated her to 
work for equality not only for her- 
self, but for all people. She became 
active with an Antioch chapter of 
the NAACP and a Race Relations 
Committee and a Civil Liberties 
Committee. 

During this time, Mrs. King's 
love for music continued to grow. 
She began to perform concerts 
and even appeared on a program 
with legendary bass singer Paul 
Robeson, who commended her voice and 
encouraged her to continue her voice 
studies. 

Mrs. King earned a bachelor's degree, 
majoring in music and education at Anti- 
och in 1951. 

She contemplated attending Juilliard 
in New York or the New England Con- 
servatory of Music in Boston. A short 
while later she was accepted into the 
New England Conservatory where she 
studied musical education with a voice 
major. In 1954, she graduated with a 
degree in voice and violin. 

Mrs. King's life changed forever when 
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▲ Mrs. King kept marching after her husband's death. On the 35th anniversary of Bloody Sunday, in 
March 2000, former President Bill Clinton joined her, along with (l-r) the Rev. Jesse Jackson and Rep. 
John Lewis, a former King lieutenant, as they crossed the Edmund Pettus Bridge in Selma, AL, in trib- 
ute to the civil rights protesters who marched in 1965. Mrs. King's husband led hundreds of people on 
the long walk during that first march. 



in 1952 a mutual friend introduced her to 
Martin Luther King, Jr., a Baptist minis- 
ter from Atlanta who was working 
toward a doctorate at Boston University. 

In her 1969 autobiography, My Life 
With Martin Luther King, Jr., Mrs. King 
wrote that she believed she was sent to 
Boston for a special reason. 

"Neither Martin nor I believed in des- 
tiny, in the sense of predestination that 
one cannot change," she said. "But we 
both felt that God guided our lives in the 
way that He wanted us to serve, so that 
we might be the instruments of His cre- 
ative will." 

She told Jet during a 1965 interview 
that she had to pray before she accepted 
King's marriage proposal. "I wasn't sure 



that I could break into my career, change 
my faith and stand up under the disci- 
pline that is required of a minister's wife." 

After six months of waiting for an an- 
swer, he made her his wife on June 18, 
1953. King's father, the Rev. Martin 
Luther King, Sr., who pastored Atlanta's 
Ebenezer Baptist Church, married them 
during a garden ceremony on the lawn 
of her parents' house in Marion. He also 
agreed to the strong-minded Coretta's 
request to omit the bride's part of the 
vows to obey her husband. 

The following year the couple moved 
to Montgomery, AL, where King was 
pastor at Dexter Avenue Baptist Church. 

She stood by his side, assuming the 
many functions of pastor's wife. That 
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A Mrs. King was among five Americans 
honored in 1983 with the Franklin D. Roos- 
evelt Freedom Medals in commemoration of 
FDR's 50th anniversary inaugural. Other hon- 
orees included (l-r) Joseph Rauh Jr., civil 
rights authority; ex-U.S. Secretary of State W. 
Averell Harriman; ex-Secretary of Defense 
Robert S. McNamara; and former U.S. 
Senator Jacob Javitz (not shown).

Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. and Coretta Scott King. Yet, Yolanda, Martin III, 
Dexter and Bemice King, all single, have managed to distinguish themselves as 
individuals and living legacies and stewards of The Dream.

An international motivational 
speaker, she is the founder & CEO of 
Higher Ground Productions, a Califor- 
nia-based corporation for positive social 
change and world peace.

48. Martin III earned 
his bachelor's degree 
in political science 
from Morehouse.

ly president and CEO of the King Center 
in Atlanta. 





Dexter, born on Jan. 
30, 1961, in Atlanta, is 
45. Dexter attended 
Morehouse College. 
He currently serves 
as chairman of the 
Martin Luther King 
Jr. Center for Nonvi- 
olent Social Change, where he once 
worked as the entertainment coordina- 
tor for the center. In 1985, Dexter pro- 
duced a music video in celebration of the 
first nationally recognized Martin Luther 
King Jr. Day. Pursuing a career in 
entertainment, he portrayed his father 
in the TV movie, The Rosa Parks Story. 
His 2003 book. Growing Up King: An Inti- 
mate Memoir, chronicled his life as a 
child growing up with his father. 

Bernice, born on 
March 28, 1963, in At- 
lanta, is 42. Bernice 
earned a bachelor's de- 
gree from Spelman 
College and a mas- 
ter's of divinity and a 
law degree from Em- 
ory University. A lawyer who is also min- 
ister of New Birth Missionary Baptist 
Church in Lithonia, GA, she is the author 
of Hard Questions, Heart Answers, a col- 
lection of sermons, speeches and essays.

Her Freedom Concerts combined 
prose and poetry narration with music 
and served as fund-raisers for the South- 
em Christian Leadership Conference, of 
which her husband was the first presi- 
dent. 

She was a voice instructor at At- 
lanta's Morris Brown College in 1962. 
And that same year she served as a del- 
egate for the Women's Strike for Peace 
at the Disarmament Conference in Gene- 
va, Switzerland. 

Over the years, Mrs. King was with

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her husband in his finest hours and dur- 
ing the most tumultuous days of the 
Movement. 

"For a Movement like this to work," 
she told Ebony in 1959, "the wife must be 
as dedicated as her husband." 

The couple's home was bombed when 
Mrs. King was in the house with newborn 
baby Yolanda in the bassinet. Standing 
by her man through thick and thin, she 
refused to leave the home, saying, "Fd be 
worried if I weren't in contact with Mar- 
tin." 

The Kings often received threatening 
phone calls. She was threatened and

cursed, while her husband was arrested, 
manhandled, berated and even once 
stabbed. 

Dr. King often admitted that he drew 
his strength from Coretta. He told Ebony 
during the same interview, "She has 
maintained a calmness that has kept me 
going. She sees the greatness of the 
Movement and has a unique willingness 
to sacrifice herself for its continuation." 

They often traveled together, once 
spending a month in hidia to study Gand- 
hi's techniques of nonviolence. 

Dr. King's life was cut short when the 
39-year-old Nobel Peace Prize winner 
was shot and killed on April 4, 1968, on 
the balcony of the Lorraine Motel in 
Memphis, TN. 

His funeral was five days later at his 
father's Ebenezer Baptist Church. 

Always elegant and regal, Mrs. King attends 
Oprah's Legends Ball last year with older son, 
Martin Luther King III. 
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Because of her unbelievably control- 
led emotion, she was called the Black 
Madonna of Grief. For six days, she held 
back tears in public and shielded her chil- 
dren and comforted them. 

It was during this service that the late 
Robert E. Johnson, executive editor of 
Jet and former Morehouse College class- 
mate of Dr. King, summoned longtime 
Ebony photographer Moneta Sleet Jr. to 
take a picture of a grieving Coretta as she 
held her younger daughter Bernice. 

A year later Sleet's capture of that 
emotional moment earned him a Pulitzer 
Prize in photography, making him the 
first Black in history to receive the honor. 

Before Dr. King was even buried, she 
went about the business of her husband's 
work. She held a demonstration and gave 
an address compiled from his notes. In 
June she gave a keynote speech at a civ- 
il rights gathering known as the Poor 
People's Campaign in Washington, D.C. 

She has carried the message of non- 
violence from every corner of our nation 
and globe. Her travels have spanned 
such places as Africa, Europe, Asia, 
Switzerland and Latin America. 

Mrs. King not only picked up the man- 
tle to fight for civil rights, she also fought 
for human rights. 

In the late '90s she surprised many 
when she became an outspoken support- 
er for gay and lesbian rights, acknowl- 
edging that all forms of bigotry and dis- 
crimination are wrong.

not be talking about the rights of lesbian 
and gay people, and I should stick to the 
issue of racial injustice," she said during 
a 1998 luncheon that celebrated the 25th 
anniversary of the Lambda Legal De- 
fense and Education Fund, a national gay 
rights organization. "But I hasten to 



remind them that Martin Luther King Jr. 
said, 'Injustice anywhere is a threat to 
justice everywhere.'" 

As recently as two years ago Mrs. 
King denounced a proposed constitu- 
tional amendment that would ban gay 
marriage.

Lauded as one of the most influential 
women leaders in the world, she had 
received honorary doctorates from more 
than 60 colleges and universities, includ- 
ing Morehouse College, Princeton Uni- 
versity and Bethune-Cookman College. 

Mrs. King even made history as the 
first woman to deliver the class day 
address at Harvard, and as the first 
woman to preach at a statutory service 
at St. Paul's Cathedral in London. 

In 1969, the Coretta Scott King Book 
Award was established in honor of Mrs. 
King for her "courage and determination 
to continue the work for peace and world 
brotherhood." The award, designed to 
commemorate the life and works of Dr.

King, is given to a Black author or a 
Black illustrator for "outstandingly inspi- 
rational and educational contribution." 

In addition to writing her autobiogra- 
phy, she also edited a book of Dr. King's 
writings in 1983. 

Among the survivors are her four 
children, a brother and a sister. 

Throughout the years, Mrs. King 
often said that her life was in divine order 
and that Martin was intended to be a 
part of it. 

"I believe that God meant for us to be 
together. This is something for which I 
constantly thank God. It is something I 
have never regretted.

Jerome Bettis Stops The Bus At Home In Steelers' 
Super Bowl Victory In Detroit 



In a storybook-ending season on the 
40th anniversary of the unofficial 
American holiday known as the Super 
Bowl, the Pittsburgh Steelers beat the 
Seattle Seahawks 21-10 at Detroit's Ford 
Field and clinched a record-tying fifth 
championship title. 

Led by Super Bowl MVP Hines Ward's 
5 catches and 123 yards, the game was 
an emotional farewell to star running 
back Jerome "The Bus" Bettis. 
I^ The Bus' Last Stop H 
Not many players win a champi- 
onship in the final game of their career. 
Perhaps what fans will remember most 
about Super Bowl XL is that Bettis did 
what most athletes did not-he walked 



away on top. 

"I think The Bus* last stop is here in 
Detroit," the charismatic Bettis told the 
screaming crowd as he hoisted the cham- 
pionship Vince Lombardi Trophy. "It's 
been an incredible ride. I decided to come 
back for a championship-mission accom- 
plished. With that I have to bid farewell. 
It's official, like the referee whistle." 

As a Detroit native, the 255-pound Bet- 
tis said the game could not have been 
"scripted" any better, having won and 
retired in front of the friends and family who 
in 13 years saw him become the fifth-leading 
rusher in NFL history with 13,662 yards. 

"For all of the people that have been with 
me the whole time, for them to be able to 
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share this with me is amazing. To be able 
to do it at home is truly, truly a blessing. 
I think I am the luckiest football player 
probably ever to play," said the Hall of 
Fame-bound running back, who finished 
the game with 43 yards on 14 carries. 

In their hometown, Bettis' doting par- 
ents, Johnnie and Gladys, were nothing 
short of celebrities, hosting friends and 
Jerome's teammates at their home with 
home-cooked meals in between the 
interviews they did with dozens of 
media outlets. 

"We're proud of Jerome, as a player 
and son," said Johnnie Bettis, who with 
his wife has attended all of their youngest 
child's games-high school, college and 
professional, home and away-with the 
exception of two Steelers' preseason 
games outside of the United States. Asked 
what they are going to do with all the time 
on their hands now that they won't be 
traveling half the year, Mrs. Bettis said.

Having stood in line for hours in the 
cold Detroit air, fans were treated to the 
heated, covered stadium and a stellar 
pre-game and halftime show. 

Grammy Award-winner Stevie Won- 
der headlined the show that featured 
collaborations with singers India.Arie, 
John Legend, Wonder's daughter Aisha 
Morris and Joss Stone. Wonder per- 
formed Motown favorites / Heard It 
Through The Grapevine, Uptight (Every- 
thing's Alright), Signed, Sealed, Delivered 
I'm Yours, Superstition and Dancing in the 
Streets alongside '70s-esque dancers and 
a robe-clad choir and finished with his 
latest song What The Fuss as he stood 
from the piano and danced along.

The crowd was also moved by the 
soulful voices of legends Aretha Franklin, 
a Detroit-native, and Aaron Neville as 
they joined together to sing their rendi- 
tion of the national anthem. The Rolling 
Stones performed as the halftime enter- 
tainment.

Steelers' fans dominated the streets, 
parties and the crowd of 68,206 at Ford 
Field. Among a sea of Terrible Towels 
and black and gold jerseys, the Steelers 
seemed to feel right at home in Detroit. 

Though the Steelers trailed early, the 
team's second-half surge put the Sea- 
hawks into a hole it couldn't get out of. 
The game was played and won as a team, 
everyone sharing a starring role. The 
staunch defense held Seahawks' running 
back Shaun Alexander, the NFL Offen- 
sive Player of the Year, to 95 yards and 
the No. 1 scoring team in the league to 
only one touchdown and a field goal. 
With only 22 seconds into the second

half, Steelers running back Willie Park- 
er broke a record with his 75-yard touch- 
down run, the longest run from scrim- 
mage in Super Bowl history. 

Then, in the fourth quarter, with 8:56 
remaining, Steelers wide receiver An- 
twaan Randle El threw a 43-yard touch- 
down pass to receiver Hines Ward on a 
reverse. The floating pass caught Ward 
wide open and became the first touch- 
down pass thrown by a receiver in Super 
Bowl history. 

"I was hoping [the coaches] would call 
the play, and they called it," said Randle 
El, a champion in only his 4th season in 
the NFL. "It's been wonderful-a great 
game and a great finish. This whole sea- 
son nobody thought we could, but we did 
it, and here we are." 

Other firsts in Super Bowl XL was a 
win by the longest-tenured coach (Bill 
Cowher's 14 years) and the youngest 
quarterback to win a title (Ben Roethlis- 
berger's 2nd year in the NFL).

touchdown earned him the Super Bowl Most Valuable 
Player Award and a black Cadillac Escalade, describes 
himself as a blue-collar guy. "I may not be the flashiest, 
most flamboyant out there, but I get the job done for my 
team," Ward said. So, winning the MVP honor was espe- 
cially emotional for the eight-year veteran who now feels he's reached star status. 

"All year, having to prove naysayers wrong, that this guy can't get it done, but here I 
am playing in the Super Bowl. I never went into the game saying I wanted to be the Super 
Bowl MVP, I just went out and played," Ward said. "For me to get this honor solidified 
my career. From where I came from and how I got to this point, it's a special feeling." 

Ward also revealed how winning for teammate 
and close friend Bettis drove the team this season. 
"Jerome has touched every player in that locker 
room in some form, some way, some how. For him 
to come so close, and fall short of the Super Bowl 
last year, I took it very hard. It's not often you're 
playing with a Hall of Fame running back or Hall of 
Fame guy, period. I truly appreciate what he's 
done for my career. And having him come back, 
winning the Super Bowl, from where it all started, 
Jf / ^ it's a fairy tale come true for him... because he tru-
